T-Mobile USA, Inc. Powertel/Meinpllis, Inc. and T-Mobile Ceiitral LLC ("T-Mobile"), 

by its ~~ndersigned couilsel, and pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 7, hereby petitions the 

ICentuclcy Public Service Coinmissioi-~ ("Coininission") for an Order granting coilfideiltial 

treat~nent to Exhibit 1 to T-Mobile's Response to Petitioner's First Information Requests filed in 

the above docltets as follows: 

1. Petitioner has requested, and T-Mobile will provide, cel-tain infonnation regarding 

ininutes of usage ("MOU") excl~ailged between T-Mobile and Petitioner. Tlle disclosure of such 

proprietary infonnation would result in irreparable coinpetitive hanil to T-Mobile by providing 

its coinpetitors with a non-reciprocal competitive advantage. No public puspose is sewed by the 

disclosure of such informatioil, and the Regulations of the Coininission contemplate the filing of 

such information under a Confideiltiality Order in proceediiigs such as this. Additional grounds 

for this requested relief are stated in tlle attached affidavit of Dan Williains which is attached as 

Exhibit A hereto. Tlle infolmation for which confidential treatment is requested is attached to 

this filing. T-Mobile requests that the infoi~nation be identified as "Confidential Data" and 

protected from disclosure by the Cormnission. 



2. T-Mobile and Petitioner have executed a Confidentiality Agreement, and T- 

Mobile will produce tlze applicable Exhibit 1 to Petitiolzer subject to that Agreement. 

WHEREFORE, T-Mobile respectfully requests that tlze Com~nission enter all necessary

Dan Willianls, being first duly sworn on oath, states as follows: 

1. I am Corporate Counsel for T-Mobile 'CJSA, Inc., who with its subsidiaries ("T- 

Mobile") are the Respondents in the instant proceeding. In my capacity I have personal 

knowledge of the matters set forth in this affidavit and am authorized to ~nake this affidavit on 

behalf of T-Mobile. 

2. T-Mobile is requesting confidential treatment for Exhibit 1 to its Response to each 

Petitioner's First Information Request, wlich includes information regarding minutes of usage 

("MOU") exchanged between T-Mobile and Petitioner. This infonnation has beein attached to 

the affidavit as Exhibit 1. 

3. Exhibit 1 contains proprietary information that would aid co~npetitors of T- 

Mobile, and such trade secret information is subject to protection from disclosure pursuant to 

Kentucky law. See KRS 61.870, et seq. 

4. The specific Exhibit T-Mobile proposes to file would reveal proprietary 

information. This information constitutes a trade secret because it is colnrnercial information 

related to market share and market penetration that, if disclosed, could cause substantial 

competitive h m n  to T-Mobile. This information is either not publicly available or not generally 

available in this format. It would be difficult (or impossible) for someone to discover this 

information from other sources. If tlis infonnation were available to competitors in this format, 

they could use it to the competitive detriment of T-Mobile. 



5.  Unlike incumbent telephone companies who are typically subject to a high degree 

of regulation, wireless providers like T-Mobile operate in a highly competitive marketplace 

where such proprietary information is closely guarded to ensure it is not disclosed to 

6. This information is not generally disclosed to non-management employees of T- 

Mobile, aid is protected ir~ternally by T-Mobile as proprietary information.
